No. 8/66/70 -CS(If). — 'I'he rules for a competitive exami- 
nation to be held by the Secretariat Training School, Depart- 
ment of Personnel in the Cabinet Secretariat New Delhi for 
the purpose of fillirtf temporary vacancies reserved for regu- 
larly appointed, Class IV staff in the Lower Division Grade 
of the Central Secretariat Clerical Service, the Armed Forces 
Headquarter^ Clerical Service and Grade VI of the Indian 
Foreign Service Branch (B) are published for general infor- 
mation. 

The candidates' who une admitted to the examination will 
be eligible to compete for vacancies in the Lower Division 
Grade : 

(i) in the Centra 1 Secretariat Clrncal Service, if they 
are working in the Ministries O dices participating 


in the Central Secretariat Clerical Service; 

(ii) in the Armed Forces Headquarters Clerical Service 
if they are employed in the Armed Forces Head' 
quarters and Inter Service Organisations; and 

(iii) in Grade Vj of the IFSlB) if they are employed 
in the Ministry of External Affairs or its Missions 
abroad.

9. A candidate who is or has been declared by the School 
guilty of impersonation or submitting fabricated document or 
documents which have been tampered with or of making 
statements which are incorrect or false or of suppressing 
material information or otherwise resorting to any other irre- 
gular or improper means for obtaining admh&lon to the exa- 
mination or of using or attempting to use unfair means in 
the examination hall or of misbehaviour in the examination 
hall, may in addition to rendering himself liable to criminal 
prosecution : 

(a) be debarred permanently or for a specified period by 
the School from admission to any examination or 
appearance at any interview held by the School for 
selection of candidates; and 

(b) be liable to disciplinary action under the appropriate 
rules. 

10. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain sup- 
port for his candidature by any means may disqualify him 
for admission to the examination. 

11. After the examination, the candidates will be arranged 
by the School in three separate lists in the order of merit as 
disclosed by the aggregate marks finally awarded to each 
candidate and in that order so many candidates as are found 
by the School to be qualified by the examination shall bn re- 
commended for appointment up to the number of unreserved 
vacancies derided to be filled on the results of the Examina- 
tion in the Central Secretariat Clerical Service Armed 
Forces Headquarters Clerical Service and Grade VI of XFS(B ) 
respectively.

Note.— C andidates should clearly understand that this a 
competitive and not a qualifying exominatiem.

No candidate will, therefore, have 
any claim for appointment as a Lower Division 
Clerk on the basis of his performance in this 
examination, as a matter of right 

12. The form and manner of communication of the result of 
the examination to individual candidates shall be decided bv the 


School m their dlrtnitlon and the School will not enter into 
correspondence with them resterdinsi the results. 

13. Succes^tn the examination confers no right to appoint 
meat unless Government ore satisfied, ufter such enquiry ui 
may be considered necessary that tho candidate is eligible and 
suitable in all respects for appointment to the service, 

14. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily healih 
aod free from any physical defect likely to interfere with 
the efficient discharge of his duties us an, officer of the Service. 
A candidate, who after such medical examination, as may be 
prescribed by the competent authority, is found not to satisfy 
these requirements, will not be appointed. Only such candi- 
dates as are likely to be considered for appoint men t will be 
medically examined.

15. AU appointments on the results of tins examination aha 11 
be subject to the condition that unless a candidate has already 
passed one of the periodical type -writing tests in English or 
Hindi held by the Secretariat Training School he shall 
pass such a te^t at a minimum speed of 30 words in Fn&lfsh 
or 25 words in Hindi per minute to be held by the uuthorlts 
designated by the Government for the purpose wirhin a period 
of one year from the dale of appointment, failing which no 
annual incnement(s) shall be allowed to him until he has 
passed the said test.

ANNEXURE 

INSTRUCTIONS FOR 1HE HIRE PURCHASE OF 
TOURIST TRANSPORT VEHICLES 

(1) OBJECTIVE 

The objective ot the scheme is to provide financial 
assistance to tourist car operators for purchase of cars for 
tourist purposes. 

(2) DEFINITIONS 

In these instructions unless the context otherwise 
’e quires : 

(a) Committee means the Committee constituted 
under para 3 of the Instructions, 

(b) Director General means the Director Genera: 
of Tourism, 

(c) Secretary means the Secretary of the Committee 
constituted under para 3 of these Instructions. 

(d) Vehicle means the tourist transport motoi 
vehicle used for transport of tourists. 

(c) Dealer is one who deals in vehicles duly autho- 
rised by the manufacturers, importers, distri- 
butors or stockists of the make of the concerned 
vehicle and includes State Trading Corporation 
of India Ltd. 

(3 ) CONSTITUTION OF THE COMMITTEE 

(a) A committee shall be constituted to deal with the 
applications for the hire purchase of vehicles under these 
instructions and shall consist of the following ; — 

1. Director General of Tourism. — Ex-Officic 

Chairman 

2. Marketing Manager (ICD) S.T.C. — Ex-Officio 

Member 

3. Deputy Financial Adviser (T) Minis- 

try of Finance or uny other officer 
nominated by the Ministry of 
Finance, — Ex-Officio 

Member 

4. Secretary, Inter-Stnic Transport Com- 

mission, Ministry of Shipping and 
Transport. -Ex-Officic 

Member 
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5 An officer from the Ministry of lnw 

to he nominated by Law Secretary, — Ex-Officio 

Member 

6, Dy, Director General Department, of 

To u r i sm . — Ex-Offic io 

Member-Secretary. 

(b) Three Members present in person shall be a quorum 
for a meeting and the minutes of the meeting shall be 
signed by the Chairman or in his absence by the Secretary 
and a Member. All issues shall be decided by the Coni’ 
mittee by a simple maioiity ot votes of the Members 
present and voting and the Chairman of the Committee 
shall have a casting vote. 

(4) CATEGORIES OF VEHICLES 

Hire purchase under these instructions shall be only in 
respect of the vehicles of the following categories : 

(1) Motor cars — new and second band 

(2) Minibuses, omnibuses of the deluxe type. 

(5) APPT ICATION FOR HIRE PURCHASE 

Application for hire purchase of vehicle shall be made 
in the form given in Appendix 1 of these instructions and 
shall be submitted with 6 additional copies to the Secre- 
tary of the Committee mentioned in para 3 supra . 

(6) ELIGIBILITY OF APPLICANTS 

(a) Only operators of vehicles on the approved list of 
the Department of Tourism who satisfy the undermen- 
tioned conditions are eligible to apply : 

1. The operator should have been owning and run- 
ning cars for at least one year from the date of 
his recognition as Tourist Car Operator by the 
Department. 

2. He shall own and run at least a fleet of three 
vehicles, 

3. He must not have been found guilty of violating 
anv of the departmental instructions, rules or 
regulations or breach of any agreement or 
contract executed with the Department. 

(b) The application for hire-purchase should be 
accompanied by the undermentioned documents : — 

1 . Income-tax clearance certificate. 

2. Audited profit & loss account and balance sheet 
pertaining to the tourist business for the last 3 
years. 

3. A statement showing his earnings in foreign ex- 
change, if any, for the 3 previous cafendar years 
duly certified by the concerned Travel Agents, 
Hotels, Airlines, Banks, etc. 

(7) SCRUTINY OF THE APPLICATION 

The Secretary shall have every application received by 
him scrutinised carefully and record his views thereon in 
Bart B of the application and place the same for com 
sideration of ihe Committee as early as possible, 

(8) DECISION OF THE COMMITTEE 

The decision of the Committee shall he recorded in 
Part C of the application and signed by the Chairman or 
in his absence by a Member and the Secretary. 

(9) GOVERNMENTS CONTRIBUTION 

The vehicle will be purchased from the dealer in the 
name of the President hereinafter called the Government 
and the Government’s contribution towards the price of 
Ihe vehicle shall not exceed 2/3 of the total price of the 
vehicle or Rs 60,000 whichever is less. The rest of 
the price of the vehicle shall be paid by the applicant in 
one lumpsum to the Director-General towards the pur- 
chase of the vehicle before the hire-purchase agreement 
is executed as per pain 11 infra. 


(10) EXECUTION OF THE AGREEMENT 

The applicant shall execute a hire-put chase agiccmeiU 
with the Government in respect of t he vehicle on pay- 
ment of his contribution towards the price of Ihe vehicle 
to the Director-General. 

(11) DELIVERY OF THE VEHICLE 

After the payment mentioned in para 9 supra is made 
by the applicant to the Direelor-Gencral and after the 
execution bv him of the hire-purchase agreement men- 
tioned in para (10) supra the application on being autho- 
rised in this regard shall take delivery of the vehicle on 
behalf of Government and thereupon the Government 
shall become the owner of the vehicle. 

(12) PAYMENT OF HIRE INSTALMENTS 

The applicant shall repay the Government’s contribution 
towards the price of the vehicle together with interest 
in not more than 16 quarterly instalments of hire, the 
first instalment being payable three months after the date 
of payment of the price by the Government to the dealer. 
The due dales as well as the amounts of hire instalments 
will be indicated in the hire-purchase agreement men- 
tioned in para 10 supra . The amount of each hire instal- 
ment shall be so determined as to yield an interest on 
Government contribution of 43:% per annum above the 
brink rate prevailing at the time of payment of the price, 
to the dealer. A rebate in interest of 23% On the Gov- 
ernment's contribution will be allowed if the hire instal- 
ments arc paid promptly on the due dates mentioned in 
the agreement and the applicant has not committed any 
other default. The amount of rebate as well as the net 
amount payable in case of prompt payments will also be 
indicated in the agreement. Interest will be charged on 
the amounts of anv hire instalments overdue at 41% per 
annum above the bank rate prevailing at the time of pay- 
ment of the price to the dealer from the date of default 
to date of payment, 

(b) Each auarterlv hire instalment shall be paid by the 
annlicint in Government Treasurv under a chad an in 
triplicate for credit under Section “P-Loans and Advances 
hv ihe Central Government — Loans to Local Funds — 
Private parties, etc. — Miscellaneous Loans and Advances — 
Loans to other Parties” so far as the principal part of the 
hire instalment is concerned and to the receipt head “XVT 
Interest— -C. Other Interest — Receipts — Interest on Loans 
and Advances — Interest on Loans to other parties”, the 
^nd Advances — Interest on Loans to other parties”, the 

nart of each hire instalment The amounls of 
principal and interest delating to each hire instalment will 
he indicated separately in the hi're-purchasc agreement. 

(c) When the above said amounts arc paid into tbe 
Government Treasurv, one copy of the receipted challan 
shall be sent to the Secretary. 

13. REFUND OF THE APPLICANT'S SHARE 

After the receipt by the Government of the initial lump- 
sum amounts of the applicant’s share of the price referred 
lo in para 9 supra if the Government for any reason does 
not procure the vehicle the amounts so paid by the appli- 
cant shall be refunded to him and the applicant will not 
be entitled to interest thereon from Government. 

14 APPLICANT'S RIGHT 

On full payment to the Government oT all the quarterly 
hPe instalments as well as any other sum of monev 
whirh may become payable to Government bv the anrli- 
cant under the hire-purchase agreement, the applicant 
sir'll have a riuht to get ownership of the vehicle trans- 
ferred in his name 

15. TERMINATION OF THE AGREEMENT 

The Government reserves the ri^ht to terminate 
agreement executed under para 10 \imra if the applicant 
makes any default in the payment of the quarterly Hire 
instalment on the dates on which they have become due 
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and on such termination the amount contributed by the 
applicant shall become forefeited to the Government and 
the Committee may take action as indicated in para 25 
infra. 

16. GUARANTEE 

For the due repayment of the entire amount of hire 
instalments covering the full period of repayment* includ- 
ing extended period if any, the applicant shall furnish a 
guarantee 

(a) by hypothecating to the satisfaction of tho Com- 
mittee another unencumbered vehicle acceptable 
to the Committee from his fleet. 

OR 

(b) a guarantee to the satisfaction of the Committee 
from another recognised operator in tho form 
of hypothecation of an unencumbered vehicle 
acceptable to the Committee. 

The Guarantee shall remain in force till all the hire 
instalments are paid and the applicant gets the right of 
the ownership transferred in his name in terms of the 
hire purchase agreement executed by him and the Gov- 
ernment satisfied that nothing is due from the applicant. 

17. INSURANCE OF THE VEHICLE 

The applicant shall get tho vehicle comprehensively in- 
sured for its full market value against all risks at h is own 
cost with the ETC or any other Insurance Company 
annroved by the Committee and shall always keep the 
vehicle so insured for tho same amount or in any case not 
less than the aggregate of the remaining hire instalments 
till all the hire instalments are paid and the ownership of 
the vehicle transferred to the applicant. The applicant 
shall retain tho insurance certificate with him while the 
insurance policy will be deposited with the Secretary. In 
the insurance policy so taken there shall be a clause to 
the effect that the Central Government is interested in the 
nolicy and ihat all moneys payable under the insurance 
policy will be paid to tho Government. 

18. After the full money payable under the Hire pur- 
chase agreement is paid the endorsement in the Insurance 
policy to the above effect shall be deleted. 

It shall be the obligation of the applicant to keep the 
insurance policy in force till he becomes the owner of the 
vehicle as per the hire-purchase agreement. For this 
purpose he shall remit the amount of the premia on the 
insurance policy well before the due dates and send such 
premia receiptfs) annually and submit it (them) to the 
Secretary 21 days before the date of expiry of the existing 
insurance policy pertaining to the vehicle. 

19. INSPECTION OF THE VEHICLES 

The applicant shall produce the vehicle and the log 
books and the account books for inspection by anv 
person authorised by the Director-General in that behalf 
within a week of the purchase of vehicle and also at any 
time thereafter till the vehicle has run one lakh miles 
after the date of delivery of the vehicle or till 3 years have 
expired from the dat© of taking delivery of the vehicle o r 
till the ownership of the vehicle is transferred to the annli- 
cant after all the dues to the Government are paid which- 
ever is later. The log book Inter alia should contain 
entries chronologically written relating to the tourists/ 
nersons for whom the vehicles ore used, places visited., 
mileage run etc. In the Appendix of the log book the 
particulars of maintenance, repairs, replacement of parts 
'relating to the vehicle along with the expenditure incurred 
thereon should also be indicated. 


20, The applicant shall at all times maintain the vehicle 
at his own cost so that it is always kept in good running 
condition. If at any time it is noticed during the inspection 
of the vehicle contemplated in para 19 supra that the 
vehicle is not being maintained properly, the applicant 
shall be deemed to have committed a default and Govern- 
ment shall have the right to take immediate possession for 
the vehicle. 

21. The applicant shall not sell or alienate or mortgage 
or create any charge or encumbrance on the vehicle till 
the vehicle has run one lakh miles from the date of taking 
delivery or till 3 years in the case of second hand vehicle 
and five years in the case pf new vehicles have expired 
from the date of taking delivery of the vehicle or the 
ownership is transferred to the applicant after all the dues 
are paid to the Government whichever is later. The 
Secretary should arrange to have an endorsement made 
to the above effect in the registration certificate. 

22. LONG TERM HIRE 

The vehicle held under hire purchase agreement as 
aforesaid from tho Government will not be hired out to 
any customer who is not a foreign tourist for a period ex- 
ceeding 7 days at a lime without the prior permission of 
the Government. 


23. APPLICANTS OBLIGATION TO TOURIST 
DEPARTMENT 

The applicant will he obliged to honour the requisition 
of the Tourist Department to carry foreign tourists at 
48 hours notice in writing signed by the Secretary or the 
Director General. This obligation will, however, be sub- 
iect to any prior booking of the tourist motor vehicle for 
anv other foreign tourist, 

24. OBLIGATION TO SUBMIT STATEMENTS AND 
RETURNS 

The applicant shall submit such statements or returns 
regarding the names of foreign oturists, amounts of hire 
charged from them and any other particulars as may be 
called for by the Committee from time to time. 

25. DEFAULT BY THE APPLICANT 

If any default is committed by the applicant in the pay- 
ment of any hire instalment or in complying with any of 
the terms of conditions of tho hire pu^charse agreement 
the Committee may at its discretion and depending on the 
merits of the case : — 

fa) take possession of the vehicle at the cost of the 
applicant; and/or 

(b) in addition to the above or in the alternative 
may seek to recover the amount remaining due 
from the applicant by any legal proceedings; 

fc) condone the default altogether; or 

fd*) enforce the guaranlce as furnished by the Hirer; 
or 

fc) agree to the applicant retaining possession of the 
Vehicle on such further terms as may be deemed 
fit. 

26. SCOTF OF THESE INSTRUCTIONS 

The hire-purchase agreement to be executed shall be 
comprehensive and self-contained and will be in super- 
session of the various provisions in these instructions.
